Outline History of Heber First Ward: 
Heber LDS Branch inside Fort Heber, in log cabin 20x40’ from 1859 to 1867. 
Heber East Ward established 1867, with Bishop Thomas Rasband as its first bishop, 
followed by Bsp Robert Duke as second bishop of the East Ward. 
Heber West Ward with Bsp William Forman as its first bishop to 1885, followed by Bsp 
Henry Clegg. 
Heber First Ward was organized in 190] and yellow brick chapel cornerstone laid 1 Nov 1901. 
Bsp Robert Duke retained as its first bishop. That chapel was dedicated 26 Dec 1915. 
On 28 Jan 1917 Bsp George Frank Ryan was made next bishop. 
In April of 1923, Bishop George B Stanley became the next bishop. 
In Aug 1930, Bsp Joseph Olpin became next bishop. 
On 7 Mar 1943, Bsp Heber M Rasband was sustained as next bishop. 
In Jan 1955, Harold H Smith became the bishop. 
17 Jan 1957, the First Ward was divided into the Ist and 6th Wards, and the on 24 Jan 1957, 
Bsp Ervin J Anderson was made bsp of the 1st Ward and Bsp Harold H Smith was made 
bishop of the newly created Sixth Ward. Bishop Anderson had Grant Averett , then George 
Holmes as first councillors, and George Holmes and Malen Lewis and Robert Probost, 
sequentially, as 2nd councillors, with Dr. Rex A Whiting as clerk. 
On 15 Nov 1964, Bishop George Holmes became next bishop of the First Ward with Rex A 
Whiting, first c. and Robert Provost as 2nd c. with Paul Stanley and Joseph Rasband as 
clerks. Bishop Holmes was released 29 April 1971, at the time of the creation of the new 7th 
and 9th Wards. 
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
